19 on March 28, 1995, clarifies the duties of and provides the 
20 statutory basis for the creation of a State Emergency Response

ae WHEREAS, it is in the State’s interest to provide 
23 continuity during the period of time necessary to appoint the 
24 newly-authorized State Emergency Response Commission, which 
25 may be delayed in part by the reorganization of several state 
Ar 2 agencies represented on the Commission.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, MARC RACICOT, Governor of the State of 


Montana, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the 
existing Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, do 
hereby continue the existing Montana State Emergency Response 
Commission, with the current membership on file with the 
Secretary of State, until such time as the members of the 
newly-authorized Commission can be appointed, in keeping with 
the intent of House Bill 461.
